Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative stated that examiners statement in the 
office action dated 8/17/2006 to claim 17 is correct and will change "a first memory" to "the compressed data buffer." 
Applicants representative suggested amending the independent claims to recite storing the "identical" sequential 
portion into the second memory. This statement of the "identical" sequential portion would rule out the data 
compression of Tanaka and would overcome the 103 rejection of Stohs in view of Tanaka. However, such an 
amendment would require further search and consideration and should be submitted with a RCE.
